In  interviews  Bobby  shared  his  feelings  and  wel- 
comed the  opportunity  of  talking  to  someone  outside 
the  family  about  his  mounting  worries.  Each  week  he 
looked  forward  to  his  hour  and  the  chance  to  thrash 
out  school  problems  or  situations  within  the  family.

JUVENILE  RECLUSE 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  and  their  three  children  came  to 
Princeton  from  rural  Pennsylvania.  Having  been 
raised  "in  tlie  country,"  they  had  difnciilty  in  adjusting 
to  this  more  urban  area.  The  mother  w.ts  not  used  to 
mingling  with  others  but  kept  lo  herself,  spending  her 
time  sewing,  cooking  and  maintaining  her  home.  The 
two  older  girls  did  reasonably  well  in  school,  presenting 
no  problems.
